Is Officially 
Started Here 


It took a long time to get go- 
ing, but once started Upland’s 
building project lost no time and 
huge bull-dozers paused only a 
few minutes yesterday for the his- 
toric “ground breaking’ cere- 
monies. 

Paul F. Schowalter, versatile as 
chairman of the Upland Housing 
Authority, was just as capable in 
moving a wide swath of dirt and 
rock as part of yesterday morn- 
ing’s activity. 

Work was started Monday in 
clearing the building site, and the 
brief official ceremonies were held 
with workmen in the background 
busy with shovels and machinery. 


PAST REVIEWED 

In presiding yesterday at 11:30 
a.m., Mr. Schowalter reviewed 
the past, observed the current ac- 
tivities, and looked to the future. 

He paid tribute to the late G. 
A. Hanson as the first chairman 
of the Upland Housing Authority 
and also to the work of the late 
W. C. Scheu and the late G. A. 
Andreas. He commended the ef- 
forts of his fellow-commissioners: 
Dr. Lilian F. Baxter, Everett W. 
Henry, Alan A. Couch and Henry 
M. Busch. He also spoke highly 
of the efforts of other people, in- 
cluding former councilmen Perry 
O. Long, D. J. Cameron, A. H. 
Johnson and of Mayor Eugene G. 
Nisbet. 


ADVANTAGES CITED 

“Upland offers a good place in 
which to live and a proper place 
for a home,” declared Mayor Nis- 
bet, as he responded to an intro- 
duction, Some defense projects 
could not be located here because 
of the land’s contour, he said. 

He then praised Upland as a 
home city and predicted that this 
project is only the start of many 
other new residential construc- 
tion projects. 


GRIER SPEAKS 

In the same vein, C. E. Grier, 
chairman of the San Bernardino 
county board of _ supervisors, 
brightly forecast Upland’s future. 

“IT am thrilled to see this im- 
provement in my own home 
town,’’ Mr. Grier said, with emo- 
tion. “I take great civic pride in 
the development within my own 
community. Upland and the west 
end of the county offers more to 
anyone seeking perfect residential 
advantages than any other place 
in the world.” 

Henry J. Kaiser, Jr., was also 
a guest of honor and feelingly 
told of his keen interest in the 
residential development of the Up- 
land project. 

Mr. Schowalter then reviewed 
the developments leading up toj| 
the actual start of work. Formal 
contract for the construction was 
signed last week with John Keith, 
Jr., who was unable to be present 
for the ceremonies.

Compared with the figures of 
possible needs in Southern Cali- 
fornia for the coming year, con- 
sidering the increase in population 
and the needs of the armed forces, 
many essential vegetable crops in 
Southern California will be far 
short of normal.

“Kites should be flown only in 
open spaces where there is no

Military and civilian defense of- 
ficials have issued a ruling on kite 
flying in Southern California. 
There is no objection to kites be- 
ing flown, these regulations state, 
provided such flying of kites in no 
way offers a hazard to airports, 
power lines, or any other phase of 
the war effort. 

Parents, teachers, and leaders 
of juvenile organizations are urg- 
ed to instruct children in a few 
simple rules which will prevent 
serious injuries to the children, 
and possible interruptions in de- 
fense activities: 

1—Fly kites in an open field. 
Keep them away from power 
lines. 

2—Be sure the string is per- 
fectly dry. Never use wire, 
string, or cord that is damp from 
rain or fog. 

38—If the kite catches in an 
electric line—LET GO! Do not 
pull it. Telephone the service 
company to which the line be- 
longs, and a lineman will come to 
get the kite down. ‘
